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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee, 

Amlwch  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  your  District  for  the  year  1964. 

From  the  Registrar  General*  s mid  year  population  estimate  of 
3,270  it  might  appear  that  your  permanent  residential  populace  has  increased 
by  330  persons  from  the  earlier  figure  of  2,940.  But,  in  my  last  Annual 
Report  I suggested  that  for  the  time  being  population  figures  for  Amlwch 
must  be  treated  with  some  degree  of  circumspection  owing  to  the  influx  into 
the  Area  due  to  a neighbouring  major  constructional  project.  This  influx 
would  of  course  mainly  be  of  younger  persons  with  families  of  increasing 
sice.  The  fact  that  this  figure  of  330  must  be  warped  in  relation  to 
essentially  Amlwch  families  is  pointed  to  by  the  fact  that  the  annual 
variations  since  ( and  including  ) i960  have  been  for  i960  - increase  of 
60  ; 1961  - decrease  of  170  ; 1962  - increase  of  30  ; 1963  - no  change. 

The  significance  of  an  areas  absolute  population  and  its 
magnitude  of  decrease  or  of  increase  annually  is  not  merely  an  academic 
one,  but  is  its  relation  to  environmental  source  needs  bearing  in  mind 
the  economy  of  that  area  to  support  the  provision  of  these  needs  or  their 
improvement.  These  service  needs  include,  of  course,  housing,  sewerage 
and  water  provision. 

The  supporting  economy  is  of  course  bolstered  by  the  two  main 
factors  in  any  urban  area  - firstly,  the  increase  in  the  number  of  retail 
premises  ( and  the  enlargement  of  pre-existing  ones  ) and,  secondly,  the 
founding  of  new  workshops  or  factories  in  the  District.  In  this  latter 
field  it  is  well  to  reflect  that  your  Council  only  a few  years  ago  founded 
its  own  Trading  Estate  which  was  opened  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Tr.ade,  himself.  It  is  logically  to  bo  assumed  that" interests"  outside 
of  the  District,  and  outside  of  the  county,  will  bear  this  in  mind  beyond 
the  proffering  of  promises. 

As  was  pointed  out  above  it  must  be  assumed  that  an  appreciable 
percentage  of  the  population  increase  must  be  iu  relation  to  the  constructional 
project,  - it  remains  to  be  seen  as  to  how  many  of  these  families  will  move 
on  and  how  many  would  wish  to  settle  permanently  hoping  for  employment  here. 

The  Corrected  Birth  Rate  of  18.76  compares  with  17,70  of  the 
previous  year  and  with  19.2  for  Anglesey  and  18,4  for  England  and  Wales. 

Whereas  an  area’ s Birth  Rate  could  be  influenced  by  the  influx  of  young 
residents,  yet  the  Death  Rate  is  more  allied  to  the  static  middle  aged 
and  elderly  population.  Even  so,  your  Death  Rate  has  increased  unaccountably 
from  11.73  to  12. 06,  whereas  the  County  Rate  has  fallen  from  13,2  to  12.2. 

The  Rate  for  England,  and  Wales,  as  a whole,  is  11.3. 

A Study  of  the  Causes  of  Death  does  not  pin-point  any  specific 
environmental  factor  as  to  the  cause  of  the  increased  rate.  There  were 
no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis,  Cancer  deaths  remained  unchanged  at  only  4* 
but  on  the  other  hand  Vascular  lemions  doubled  as  did  Coronary  disease  of 
the  Heart. 


Cf  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  the  epidemic  of  Measles 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  former  year  continued  into  the  current  one  and 
accounted  for  116  juvenile  cases*  Yet  again,  Tuberculosis  was  notified 
only  once  ( that  of  a woman  of  30  years  The  continuation  of  the 

Looal  Health  Authority1 fe  protective  measures  no  doubt  accounted  for  only 
one  case  of  whooping  cough  and  none  of  either  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis. 

The  Council’s  attention  directed  to  the  Public  Heal4  h Inspector* 
comments  upon  the  recurring  problem  of  Refuse  C-  llection  on  a County  -wide 
basis* 

During  the  first  part  cf  the  year  the  Council's  Consulting 
Engineer^  formulated  a report  upon  the  subject  of  Bull  Bay  Sewerapo  and 
subsequently  a report  of  my  own  relative  to  the  urgent  need  was  forwarded 
to  the  Ministry. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk,  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  willing  < '••opi  ration  and : help,

VACCINATION  AND  r MUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

A total  number  of  25  persons  were  vaccinated  for  the  first 
time  during  the  year,  and  7 others  were  re-vaccinated. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  Chest  Physician 
in  collaboration  with  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff.  The 
scheme  provides  for  the  vaccination  of  new-born  infants  born  into 
tuoerculous  households  and  of  tuberculin  negative  contacts  of  known 
cases, 

Diphther ia  and  Mhooping  Cough  Immunisation 

A total  number  of  6l  persons  were  im  unised  for  the  first 
time  against  Diphtheria  during  the  year,  and  6l  were  immunised  against 
Whooping  Cough.  6l  also  received  the  tetanus  immunisation.

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REPORT  OF  mHE  PUBLIC  HEAL  II  INSPECTOR  EOF,  THE  YEAR  1964 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 


I have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  my  annual  report  for  the  year 
I964,  being  a report  on  my  work  as  Public  Health  Inspector  and  on  work 
connected  with  Housing  Management, 

HOUSING 


The  24  houses  on  the  Maesllwyn  H'state  in  course  of  erection  at  the 
beginfting  of  the  year  were  completed  and  3 of  the  houses  were  let  to 
applicants  on  the  general  list,  whilst  the  remainder  wore  let  to  those 
connected  with  the  construction  of  the  Wylfa  Nuclear  Power  Station,  18  other 
houses  on  this  estate  were  started  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  of  16  aged  person’ s bungalows  ac  Madyn  Dysw  was  commenced 
and  at  the  close  of  the  year  10  of  these  were  in t he  course  of  erection. 

Plans  were  approved  for  3 houses  at  Brickpool  and  it  was  agreed 
to  erect  4 houses  at  Llaneilian  Road, 

During  the  year  9 existing  houses  became  vacant  and  of  these  2 
were  let  to  tenants  from  sub-standard  houses,  2 to  overcrowded  families  and 
1 to  a family  living  in  a caravan,  3 of  the  houses  were  bungalows  let  to 
pensioners  and  the  remaining  house  was  let  to  a family  under  'general  need', 

I am  concerned  that  applicants  from  sub-standard  and  overcrowded 
houses  have  to  wait  until  an  existing  house  becomes  vacant  before  they  are 
able  to  accept  the  tenancy  of  a Council  House. 

The  improvements  to  the  private  house  purchased  by  the  Council  at 
Tanybryn  Road  were  completed  and  the  house  let  to  an  overcrowded  family. 

The  building  of  private  houses  continued  to  show  slow  progress, 
only  5 being  completed  during  the  year.  There  were  an  .additional  4 being 
constructed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  All  thesd  houses  were  owner- occupied 
and  they  did.,  not  help  the  re-honsing  situation. 


IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS: 

Standard  :-  The  five  applications  received  during  the  year  were  all  from 
owner-occupiers.  The  total  amount  paid  was  £323  in  respect  of  4 properties. 

There  are  still  a considerable  number  of  properties  which  could  be  provided 
with  bathrooms  at  very  reasohable  expense. 

Discretionary  : - 22  applications  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  4 

of  shich  applied  to  tenanted  houses.  The  total  amount  of  grant  approved  was 
£6706. 


ACTION  UNDER  THE  HOUSING  ACTS: 


The  Council  declared  two  Clearance  Areas  in  Amlwch  Port  and  a 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  made,  since  then  this  Order  has  been  confirmed. 
One  sub-standard  house  adjoining  the  Areas  was  purchased  so  that  re-development 
could  take  place. 

There  are  a number  of  areas  and  individual  houses  in  the  district  which 
were  not  included  in  the  last  survey  but  have  since  deteriorated  and  should 
be  demolished.  The  Council  should  give  serious  consideration  to  the  means 
of  providing  alternative  accomodation  for  families  displaced  otherwise  it  will 
not  be  possible  to  proceed  with  the  clearance  programme  and  houses  included 
in  areas  already  approved  will  remain  occupied  thus  defeating  the  object  of 
the  Act. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 

All  figures  tinder  this  heading  refer  to  the  Year  ended  31st.  March,  1965* 
HOUSE  REFUSE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Weekly  collection  of  most  premises  in  the  district  was  maintained 
and  other  properties  on  the  fringe  of  the  district  mostly  farms  were  visited 
either  fortnightly  or  monthly.  One  driver  and  three  loaders  are  employed 
and  a rear  loading  refuse  vehicle  is  in  use.  No  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year. 

Tipping  continues  on  the  same  site  near  the  Octel  Co.  Works  and  the 
fact  that  the  public  have  access  to  the  area  makes  it  impossible  to  exercise 
control.  Efforts  haVe  been  made  to  find  a conveniently  placed  site  for  a 
neuT  tip  to  be  used  joirtly  by  this  Council  and  the  Twrcelyn  Rural  District 
Council. 

The  question  of  refuse  disposal  in  Anglesey  was  considered  by  the  local 
Branch  of  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  together  with  other 
officials,  A memorandum  was  prepared  and  the  suggestions  contained  in  it 
are  in  my  opinion  practical  and  should  be  implemented.  Because  of  this  I am 
including  the  memorandum  in  my  report. 

Memorandum  of  the  Improvement  of  Arrangements  for  the 
Disposal  of  Refuse  in  the  County  of  Anglesey. 

1.  This  Memorandum  is  prepared  from  evidence  tendered  by  the  technical 
Officers  of  the  eight  District  Councils  in  the  County,  invitations  to  be 
present  at  the  Meeting  having  been  sent  to  all  members. of  the  branch  and  the 
Surveyors  of  the  Holyhead  Urban  and  Aethwy  Rural  District  Councils. 

2.  It  is  condidered  opinion  of  the  representatives  that  with  one,  and 
possibly  two,  exceptions  proper  and  rigidly  controlled  tipping  in  accordance 
with 4 * * * * * *  11  List  of  Precautionary  Measures  for  Abating  and  preventing  nuisances 
arising  from  Refuse  Tips  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  is  not  being 
carried  out. 

3.  It  is  condisered  that  practice  of  Uncontrolled  Tipping  in  whatever  site 
should  be  condemned  and  should  cease. 

4.  It  is  considered  that  the  Refuse  Tips  should  be  sited  basically  in 

close  relationship  to  the  larr,e  areas  of  population.  Further,  that  if  it 

were  possible  to  provide  four  Refuse  Tips  in  Anglesey  to  be  used  to  serve  four 

areas  of  the  Island  irrespective  of  Local  Government  boundaries  then  the  resources 

of  the  areas  they  served  would  be  adequate  to  provide  men  and  plant  for 

Controlled  Tipping.  This  figure  of  four,  it  is  felt,  will  ensure  that  the 

more  built  up  areas  will  be  reasonably  proximate  to  the  tips  and  that  the  hauls 
form  the  rural  areas  will  be  reasonable  and  reduced  from  those  at  present 

existing  practically  without  exception.  Any  increase  in  the  figure  of  four 


would  not  achieve  the  centralisation  aimed  at  and  any  reduction  would  fail 
to  satisfy  the  criteria  contained  in  this  paragraph. 

5.  It  is  considered  that  the  Tips  should  serve  the  following  areas: - 

(a) .  Amlwch  U.D.  and  northern  part  of  Tvrcelyn  R.D.  and  possibly  the 
northern  extremity  of  the  Valley  R.D. 

(b) .  The  northern  half  of  the  Aethwy  R.D. , and  the  Beaumaris  Borough  and 
the  Menai  Bridge  and  Llangefni  U.D.’s, 

(c) .  The  souhtern  part  of  the  Aethwy  R.D. , and  the  central  and  western 
parts  of  the  Valley  R.D. 

( d)  . The  western  side  of  the  Valley  R.D.  and  the  Holyhead  U.D. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  siting  of  the  proposed  Tips:- 

( i) . This  can  be  sited  within  the  Amlwch  U.D.  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  useful  reclamation  could  bo  effected. 

(ii).  A marshy  site  near  Penhesgyn  Farm  has  been  tentatively  agreed 
between  the  technical  officers  of  the  Menai  Bridge,  Llangefni,  and  Aethwy 
Councils  and  useful  land  reclamation  could  result.  There  is  some  urgency 
in  agreeing  to  this  proposal  as  Menai  Bridge,  Llangefni  and  Beaumaris  Tips 
have  a limited  life. 

( iii) . The  Valley  R.D.C.  own  a Tip,  Clegir  Mawr,  which  will  be  sj 
designated, 

( iv) . The  Holyhead  U.D.C.  are  in  urgent  need  of  a new  Tip  and  it  is 
understood  that  a site  has  been  selected  for  their  use.  This  Tip  would  serve 
the  area  so  designated. 

6,  In  view  of  the  fact  that  normally  there  is  no  guarantee  that  loose 
covering  material  will  be  always  available  satisfactory  arrangements  must 

be  made  to  ensure  that  a machine  of  the  tracked  excavator  variety  is  available 
for  winning  such  Material.  In  addition  it  is  considered  absolutely  essential 
that  a tracked  machine  is  always  on  the  tip  whilst  tipping  is  in  progress, 
which  must  ( if  it  is  not  of  the  excavator  variety  ) bo  capable  of  levelling 
and  covering  refuse. 

Financial. 

It  is  considered  that  an  essential  feature  is  that  future  users 
should  contribute  to  the  capital  outlay  ( e.g.  lend  and  plant  ) from  the 
inception  of  the  Scheme.  The  basis  of  the  contribution  will  be  the  subject 
of  negotiation. 

Summary. 

It  is  considered  that  uncontrolled  tipping  should  cease  and  that 
to  achieve  the  economical  disposal  of  refuse  by  " Controller  Tipping  11  the 
number  of  Refuse  Tips  should  be  reduced  to  four.  Also  that  authorities  sharing 
tips  should  bear  their  part  of  the  capital  costs  on  an  agreed  basis  from 
the  time  the  Sch&mc  is  put  into  operation.
